Something for Our Young Roaders. 

Our very pleasant eotemporary, ITeartli and 
Home, tells its young readers how to take a 
coin out of water without wetting the hand, 
nnd this is their method : Fill a plate with 
water to the depth of about a quarter of an 
inch; a coin is then placed in the water; a 
piece of piper is lighted, and put while burn- 
ing on the surface of the water, and covered 
with a tumbler. As the paper burns under the 
tumbler the water will rush up under the tum- 
bler, and leave the coin in the plate, when it 
may be lifted without wetting the fingers. 
This is a very interesting experiment, as it 
affords a good illustration of the expansive 
power of heat, and of the presstte of the at- 
mosphere. But we will tell our young friends 
of a more wonderful and equally simple 
method of doing the same thing. Suppose 
you were required to take a coin from the bot- 
tom of a deep jar, or even a pail of water 
without wetting your band, 7; and suppose fur- 
ther that your naked band was to be thrust 
through the water, how do you suppose it 
could be done? Simply by shaking a little 
lycopodium (a substance that may he procured 
cheaply at any drug store) over the surface of 
the liquid. Then plunge your hand boldly but 
steadily into the water and it will not wet you 
in the least. The cause of the water’s not 
wetting the hand is the same in principal as 
that which causes the dewdrop3 to stand in 
spherical drops on the cabbage-leaf, aud the 
water to roll off the duck’s back without wet- 
ting it. By a somewhat similar power, spiders 
and other insects walk on the surface of water 
without wetting themselves, andjwithout sink- 
ing in the liquid to any perceptible degree. 



How Ladiks Should Kiss. — Hardly any two 
females kiss alike. There is as much variety 
in the manner of doing it as in the faces and 
manners of the sex. Some delicate little crea- 
tures merely give a brush of the lip. This is 
a sad aggravation. We seem about to have a 
good time, but actually get nothing. Others 
go into it like a hungry man into a beef-steak, 
and seem tochi w up our countenances. This 
i 3 disgusting, and drives away a delicate lover. 
Others struggle like hens hurrying themselves 
in the dirt. This is won by great exertions, 
nnd is not worth the trouble it costs. Now, 
we arc in favor of a certain shyness, when a 
kiss is proposed, but it should not be continued 
too long; and tvhet»lhe fair one gives it, let 
her administer it with warmth and energy — let 
there be soul in it. If she closes her eyes and 
sighs deeply immediately after it, the effect is 
greater. She should be careful not to “slobber” 
a kiss, but give it as a humming bird runs his 
bill into a lioney-suekle, deep but delicate. 
There is much virtue in a kiss when well de- 
livered. (We have the memory of one we re- 
ceived in our youth, which lasted us twenty- 
one years; and we believe it will be the last 
thing we shall think of when we die.) 



A Plea for those Who Sleep in the 
Morninh. — The fact is, that as life becomes 
more concentrated, and its pursuits more eager, 
short sleep and early rising become impossi- 
ble. We take more sleep than our aucestor», 
and we take more because we want more. Six 
hours' sleep will do very well for a ploughman 
or bricklayer, or any man who has no other 
exhaustion than that produced from manual 
labor, and the sooner he takes it after his labor 
is over the better; hut for a man whose labor 
is mental, the stress of whose work is on his 
brain and nervous system, and who is tired in 
the evening with a day of mental application, 
neither early to bed nor early to rise is whole- 
some. He needs letting down to the level of 
repose. The louger the interval between the 
active use of the brain and his retirement to 
bed, the better his chance of sleep and retire- 
ment. To him an hour after midnight is prob- 
ably as good as two hours before it. and even 
then his sleep will not so completely and quick- 
ly restore him as it will his neighbor who is 
only physically tired. He must not only go to 
bed later but lie longer His best sleep prob- 
ably lies in the early morning hours, when all 
the nervous excitement has passed away ; aud 
he is in absolute rest.

GENERAL GRANT AND THR KU KLUX 
BIl,L. 

Congress has adjuunud, and siinotlanc- 
ously General Grant starts out on a trip of 
pleasure and electioneering to St. Louis | 
taking Indianopolis in his way, and doubtless 
i itending to swing around tho circle, with 
Chicago on his return rrute. One would 
have thought that the history of the cele 
brated trip of Andy Johnson, of a similar 
character, and its disastrous results, would 
laave caused him lo abstain from such an un- 
dertaking ; but the exigencies of his party 
are great, and his own political fortunes des. 
perato. Hence this tour, the bearing of which 
is sufficiently 6hown by the political turn 
given his reception at Indianopolis, where, to 
great personal adulation by Senator Morton 
was added an elaborate exposition o( the Rad- 
ic vl platform, upon which it is proposed to 
run the Presidential race of 1872. The pure 
and spotless Morton appears, to indulge in 
tho language of the turf, which is peculiarly 
appropriate hi speaking of General Grant, as 
the trainer and principal backer of tho Presi- 
dent as a cindidato for re-election The leg- 
islation of the put six months has all been 
fnmad with reference t) this result, and not- 
withstanding the San Domingo drawback, has, 
in the essential object in view, been success- 
fully managed. Tho great card is the Ku 
Klux bill. It furnishes tho means to carrry 
out the purposes of personal ascendancy over 
tho popular will, which nothing short of that 
arbitrary measure could effect, and ^ which 
even that may fail to secure. 

We print the bill in fall elsewhere, the 
most iniquitous measure which ever emanated 
from a deliberative body claiming to repre- 
sent a great people. We also give the com 
mmts of several prominent journals upon it. 
A- unmasked by Mr. Beck in his speech upon 
thi measure, just before taking the final 
vote, "it has no merits. It is simply a sur- 
render ol despitic power and authority lo th c 
IV ;si lent by th e repres.-ntatives of the poo 
pie, who will, I hop", see to it that men who 
have thus betrayed the tiust confided to tin nr 
shall have no chance to do so any more. - ’ 'i L° 
merits of the bill are more epigranim atically 
exprefs.-d in another pan of his speech when 
he says “it is simply an attempt to organize 
■h;h’ throughout all the South, and that 
seems to lie the object and purpose pf the 
leading a Ivocates of the bill.’’ 

The move of Gen. Grant's with Morton’s 
intro luctory campaign speech, indicates fully 
the plan mapped out and tho desperate uses 
to which the lately passed bill are to be put. 
The Northern mind is to be fired by the fool 
ish and criminal assertion that the South is 
a slumbering volcano ready to burst forth in 
hostile d cm ins tration against the Govern- 
ment, and that the Democratic party of the 
ountry is scheming for a second war. Under 
th : s false statement, with enough encourage- 
ment to the villanies of the carpet-bag rule 
in the reconstructed States to give the sem- 
blance of conflict there, it is easy to sec how 
the pretext can be raised for bringing in the 
Ku-Klux bill to control elections in Grant’s 
avor. The Southern States, if left to them- 
selves, will not only be quiet, but will cast 
their electoral votes for a Democratic ticket 
i a 1872. Under such unheard of rascality 
as that of tho South Carolina State Govern- 
ment there will, however.be, beyond doubt 
popular discontent, and in that State and such 
others as Gon Grant miy seo fit he can sus- 
pend the writ ol kiem cnrpis, declare martial 
law, and deprive tho State either wholly of an 
electoral vote, or, by the use of the bayonet 
secure it to himself and his party. Once let 
the political opposition to the party in power 
be held to be treasonable, and popular libeity 
will soon sink beneath tho hand which wields 
tho sword. Senator Morton shows that this 
is the channel into which he is trying to turn 
Democratic opposition to further Radical rule 
He would have everything declared treason 
which looked to a change of administration, 
and every State likely to give a Democratic 
majority declared in rebellion and held in 
subordination by the Ku-Klux bill. 

Senator Morton h«4 bowed General Grant 
jnto the West with the platform upon which 
he is to stand ; now see how the subsidized 
Grantorgans will take up the refrain and re- 
echo with parrot-like voice the samo specious 
arguments thus put forward as the grounds 
for continuing in power tho most shameless 
administration known to tho annals of the 
country . 



WORDS OF WISDOM. 

At the close of a well considered leading 
article, the St. Louis Republican, a sterling 
Democratic paper, gives utterance to the fol- 
lowing undoubted "words of wisdom.” Will 
not the South, and especially the Southern 
leaders, give heed to the advice insinuated in 
the closing sentence ? 

• The very first need of the South is a Dem- 
ocratic national victory in 1872 ; and if it 
conics at all, it must come from the North. 
The South is helpless ; the Democracy of the 
North must fight its battle, and achieve its 
deliverance. This it is anxious to do; it is the 
pre-eminent purpose with which it will go into 
the campaign of 1872. It asks nothing but Ihe 
right to accomplish the grand fraternal duty in 
its own way, on its own grounds, and with its 
own weapons; and if Southern Democrats will 
simply accord it this full discretion of action 
against an enemy which it thoroughly under- 
stands, the next election will end in the irre- 
trievable defbat and' annihilation of the party- 
now iu power." 



THE KU-KLUX BILL. 

The following is the text of this bill of 
abominations as passed by Congress on last 
week : 

An act to enforce the provisions of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution ot the 
United States, and other purposes : 

I3e it enacted by the Senate and House af Rep- 
resentative* of the United States of America in 
Congress Assembled, That any person who, tin- 
der color ot any law, statute, ordinance, regu- 
lation, custom, or usage of any Slate shall 
subject or cause to be subjected any person 
within the jurisdiction of the United States to 
the deprivation of any rights, privileges, or 
immunities secured by the Constitution ot the 
United States, shall, any such law, statute, or- 
dinance, custom, or usage of the State to the 
contrary notwithstanding, be liable to the 
party injured in any action, law suit in equity, 
or better proper proceeding for redress, such 
proceeding to be prosecuted in the several Dis- 
trict or Circuit Courts of the United States, 
with and subject to the same rights ot appeal, 
review upou error, and other remedies provided 
in like cases in such courts, under the provi- 
sions of the act of the 9tb of April, I8U6, en- 
titled “An act to protect all persons iu the 
United States in civil rights, and furnish 
means of their vindication, " and other reme- 
dial law3 of the United Slates which are in 
their nature applicable to such cases. 

J 2. That if two or more persons within any 
State or Territory ill the United Stales shall 
conspire together to overthrow or to put down 
or destroy by force the Government of the 
United States, or lo levy war against the 
United States, or oppose by force the author- 
ity of the Government of the United States, or 
by force, intimidation, or threat, prevent hin- 
der, or delay the execution of any law of the 
United States; or by force to seize, take, or 
possess any property of the United States con- 
trary to the authority thereof; or by force, in- 
timidation, or threat, to prevent any person 
from holding any office, or trust, or place of 
confidence tinder the United States, or from 
discharging the duties thereof, or by force, in- 
timidation, or threat, to induce any officer of 
the United States to leave any State, district, 
or place where his duties as such officer might 
lawfully be performed, or to injure him iu his 
person or property, on account of his lawful 
discharge of the duties of his office, or to in- 
jure his person while engaged in the lawful 
discharge of the duties of his office, or to injure 
bis property so as to molest, hinder, interfere 
witli or impede him iu the discharge of his 
official duties, or by force, intimidation, or 
threat to deter any party or witness in any 
court of the United Stales from attending any 
such court, or from testifying in any matter 
pending in such court fully and truthfully, or 
to injure any such party or witness in person 
or property on account of his having so at- 
tended or testified, or by force, intimidation, or 
threat to influence the verdict, presentment, or 
indictment of any juror or grand juror in any 
court of the United States, or to injure such 
juror in his person or property on account 
of any verdict, presentment, or indictment 
lawfully assented to by him, or on account of 
his being or having been such juror, or shall 
conspire together or go in disguise upon the 
public highway or the premises of another for 
the purpose of either directly or indirctly de- 
priving any person or any class of persons of 
the equal protection of the laws, or for the pur- 
pose of preventing or hindering the constituted 
authorities of any State from giving orsecuriiig 
to all persons within such Slate the equal pro- 
tection of the laws, or shall conspire together 
for the purpose of in any manner impeding, 
hindering, obstructing, or defeating the due 
course ot justice in any Slate or Territory with 
intent to deny to any citizen of the United 
States the due and equal protection of the laws, 
or to injure any person in his person or his 
property for lawfully enforcing the right ot 
any person or class of persons to the equal 
protection of the laws, or by force, intimida- 
tion, or threat to prevent any citizen of the 
United States, lawfully entitled to vole, from 
giviftg his support or advocacy in an election 
of any qualified person as an elector for I’res- 
ident or Vice i’resideul of the United States, 
or as a member of Congrt ss of the U nited States, 
or to iujure any such citizen in his person or 
properly on account of such support or advo 
cacv, each and every person so offending shali 
be deemed guilty of high crime, and upon con- 
viction thereof in any District or Circuit Court 
of the United Slates, or the District or Supreme 
Court of any Territory of the United States 
having jurisdiction of similar offenses, shall 
be punished by a line not less than 8500 nor 
more than 85,000, or by imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, as Ihe court may deter- 
mine, or l>y both such fine and imprisonment, 
as the court shall determine. And if any one 
or more persons engaged in any such conspir- 
acy shall do, or cause lo be done, any act in 
furtherance of the object of tuch conspiracy, 
whereby any person shall be injured, in bis 
person or property, or deprived of having 
and exercising any right or privilege of a 
citizen of the United States, the person so 
lijured, or deprived of such rights and priv- 
ileges, tnay have and maintain au action for 
the recovery of damages occasioned by such 
injury, or the deprivation of tights and priv- 
ileges, against any one or more of tiie per- 
sons engaged in such conspiracy, such action 
to be prosecuted in the proper District or 
Circuit Court ot the United States, with and 
subject to the same rights of appeal, review 
upon error, and other remedies provided in 
like cases, in such courts under the provisions 
of the act of April 9, I860, entitled "An act to 
protect all persons in the United Stales in 
their civil rights, and to furnish means tor 
their vindication. ’ 

J a. That in all cases where insurrection, 
domestic violence, unlawful combinations, or 
conspiracies in any State shall so obstruct or 
hinder the execuliou of the laws thereof and 
of tile United Slates as to deprive any portion 
or class of people of sucU State of any rights, 
privileges, or immunities, or protection named 
in the Constitution and secured by this act, 
and the constituted authorities of such State 
shall either be unable to protect, or shall from 
any cause fail in or refuse protection to the 
people in such rights, such facts shali be deemed 
a denial by such State of Ihe equal protection 
of the laws to which they are entitled under 
the Constitution of the United States; and in 
all such cases, or wherever any such insurrec- 
tion, violence, unlawful combination, or con- 
spiracy shall oppose or obstruct the laws of the 
United States, or due execution thereof, or im- 
pede or obstruct the due course of justice under 
the same, it shall be lawful for the President, 
and it shall be his duly, lo take such measures 
by the employment of the militia, land and 
naval forces of the United Stales, or of either, 
or by other means, as he may deem necessary, 
for the suppression of such insurrection, do- 
mestic violence, or combinations ; and any 
jo 'Svn who shall be arrested under the provi- 
sions of this and the preceding section, shail he 
delivered to the marshal of tile proper district, 
to be dealt with according to law. 

g 4. That whenever in any Slate, or part of 
a State, the unlawful combinations, named in 
the preceding section of this act, shall be or- 
ganized ami armed, and so numerous and pow- 
erful as to be able by violence lo either over- 
throw or set at defiance the constituted author- 
ities of such State and the United States, with- 
in such State or where the constituted author- 
ities are in complicity with or shall connive at 
the unlawful purposes of sucU powerful and 
armed combinations, and whenever by reason 
of either or all the causes aforesaid the cou- 
viction of such offenders and preservation ol 
the public safety shall become in such district 
impracticable, iu every such case such com- 
binations shall be deemed rebellion against 
The Government of the United Stales, and dur- 
ing the continuance of such rebellion, aud 
within the limits of the district which shall be 
sounder the sway thereof, such limits to be 
prescribed by proclamation, it shall be lawful 
for the President of the United States, when, in 
his judgment, the public safety shall require it, 
to suspend the writ of habeas corpus, to the end 
that such rebellion may be overthrown : Pro- 
vided, That all the provisions oflbe second sec- 
tion of an act entitled, “An act relating to the 
habeas corpus and regulating judicial proceed- 
ings in certain eases, ’ apptoved March 3, 18C3, 
wuu.ii relate to the discharge of prisoners other 



than prisoners of war, and the penalty for re- 
fusing to obey an order of court, shall oe in 
full force so far ns the same are applicable to 
the provisions of this section: Provided fur- 
ther, That the President shall fi-st have made 
proclamation as now provided by law, com- 
manding such insurgents to disperse, and pro- 
vided also, that the provisions of this section 
shall not be in force after the end of the next 
regular session of Congress. 

J 5. That no person shail be a grand or petit 
juror in any couit of the United States, upon 
any inquiry, hearing or trial of any suit, pro- 
ceeding or prosecution based upon or arising 
under the provisions of this act, who shall, in 
the judgment of the court, be ir. complicity 
with any such combination or conspiracy, and 
every such person shall, before entering upou 
such inquiry, hearing or trial , take and sub- 
scribe an oath in open court that he has never, 
directly or indirectly, counseled, advised or 
voluntarily aided any such combination or con- 
spiracy; and each and every person who has 
taken this oa'h, and shall thereon swear falsely, 
shall be guilty of perjury, and shall be subject 
to the pains and penalties declared against that 
crime, and the first section of the act, entitled 
“An act defining additional causes of challenge, 
and prescribing an additional oath for grand 
and petit jurors in the United States Courts,' 
approved June 17, 1801, be, and is hereby, re- 
pealed. 

\ 6. That any person or persons having 
knowledge that any wrongs are conspired to 
be done, as mentioned in the second section ol 
this act, or are about to be committed, and hav 
ing power to prevent or aid in preventing the 
same, shall negiect or refuse so to do, and such 
wrongful act shall be committed, such person 
or persons shall be liable lo the person injured, 
or bis legal representatives, for all damages 
caused by any such wrongful act which such 
first nnmed person or persons by reason of able 
diligence could bave prevented, aud such dam 
ages mgy be recovered in an action on the ease 
in the proper Circuit Court of the U nited States, 
and any number of persons guilty of such 
wrongful neglect, or refusal, may be joined as 
defendants in such action, provided that such 
action shall be cpmmeuced within one year 
alter such cause of action shall have occurred , 
and if the death of any person shall be caused 
by any such wrongful act and neglect, the le- 
gal representatives of such deceased persons 
shall have such action therefor, and may re- 
cover not exceeding $5,000 damages therein 
for Ihe benefit of the widow of such deceased 
persons if any there be, or it there be no \\ iduw , 
for the benefit of the next of kin of such de- 
ceased person. 

i 7. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to supersede or repeal any former act 
or law except so far as the same may be repug- 
nant thereto, and any offenses heretofore com- 
mitted agaiust the tenor of any former net, 
shall be prosecuted, and any proceedings al- 
ready commenced for the prosecution thereof, 
shall be continued and completed the same as 
if this act bad not been passed, except so far 
as the provisions of this act may go to sustain 
and validate such proceedings.'”

THE KU-KLUX LAW. 

The party whip and spur were at last too 
powerful for the weak-kneed Republicans who 
had shown some symptoms of revolt in refer- 
ence to Ihe extreme features of the Ku-Klux 
bill; and so Senate and House agreed finally 
upon a measure which retains the worst parts 
of the original. It is evident that President 
Grant and his advisers have, by their deter- 
mined advocacy of additional reconstruction 
legislation, placed the party in an awkward 
dilemma. This legislation, in order to fulfill 
the purpose which it is really intended to ac- 
complish, must be more stringent, more op- 
pressive, more absolutely scandalous than any 
which has preceded it; and the shrewder lead- 
ers, who are watching the drift of public opin- 
ion and planning the campaign of 1872, see 
that their has been already quite u3 much 
stringency, oppression, and scandal as the peo- 
ple will patiently bear. Yet if they refuse al- 
together to comply with the wishes of the ad- 
ministration it w ill tend to increase the demor- 
alizations which now exist in the ranks of the 
party, and add lud to the dangerous fire which 
Sunnier, Scliurz, and Trumbull have kindied. 

Again partisan spirit has conquered, and we 
see the whole body of the Radicals, with here 
and there an exception, going back to the olJ 
subserviency to the ochcsts ot “party. 

Meanwhile, none of the respectable Radical 
journals give the bill more than a halting and 
doubtful support, and such organs as the Chi- 
cago Tribune, the Springfield Republican, the 
Minneapolis Tribune, tiie Boston Advertiser, 
the Detroit Tribune, the New York Evening 
Post, and the Portland (Me.) Advertiser, nud 
many others, are unqualifiedly opposed lo it. 
The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser says: 

“The majority of the Republicans at the 
North will not tolerate any more interference 
with the rights of the Southern States, if such 
a step is directly or indirectly calculated lo 
promote tiie success of a set of political adven- 
turers. Some speeches made by Hie southern 
Republicans iu Congress seem to indicatea con- 
viction that the North stands ready to keep the 
South always in hot water, if necessary to sup- 
port them iu official position. There never 
was a greater mistake. The northern Repub- 
lican parly is determined that the questions 
settled by the war shall remain settled ; it in- 
sists that the measures provided for protecting 
the country agaiust another rebellion shall not 
be disturbed ; it stands prepared to employ 
the whole power of the government, if neces- 
sary, lo enforce the laws giv ing all legal citi- 
zens of whatever race or color equal rights at 
the ballot-box. This is the position taken by 
the Republican party. Beyond this the mass 
of the party at the North will not go. Ill-ad- 
vised legislation in the interest of discomfited 
politicians at the South will only weaken the 
cause of Republicanism in every quarter where 
it is now strong.” 

Even the carpet-bag sheets in the South de- 
cline to accept the new iniquity. The Atlanta 
(Ga) Era, which has renominated Grant for 
tuc presidency, speaks as follows: 

“It is alleged that Mr. Hill did not vote 
either on the resolution authorizing the ap- 
poiutmenl of an ‘outrage committee,’ or upon 
the Ku-Klux bill. 

"Wc regret this chiefly for Mr. Hill’s own 
sake. We had a right to expect that he would 
be in his place and vole against the last-named 
measure, since it is not such as can be approved 
by enlightened Republicans in Georgia. 

“Our State is now a member of Hie Union, 
and, as such, isenti tied, under the Constitution, 
to all the rights and political considerations 
due any of the Northern States. Our Slate 
laws are ample for the protection of life and 
property ; and the true remedy for the excep- 
tional cases ol disorder lies not in a Congres- 
sional police system, but in the enforcement of 
our local laws. Reconstruction is over. The 
time is passed when Congress can institute 
trials for misdemeanors and felonies in Georgia, 
any more than in Massachusetts or Pennsyl- 
vania. It would be as competent for Congress 
to provide a police system for the suppression 
of disorders at Scranton, in Pennsylvania, as 
at any point in Georgia. Both States are now 
upon the same footing, and we have a right to 
expect that our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress will be in their places, and by 
their votes vindicate the constitutional rights 
of the State.” 

The N. Y. Evening Post gives this warning: 

“If the President should sign this bill, 
giving him, as it does, enormous, dangerous, 

nd unconstitutional powers, and sigu it in the 
iace of the remonstrances of southern Repub- 
licans, would lie not stand condemned before 
public opinion, as grasping after the most dan- 
gerous and unconstitutional powers, and that 
without the shadow of an excuse, his own 
party in the Stales in which it i3 pretended 
that this legislation is necessary opposing 
it?” 

It is evident that tiie Ku-Klux bill will plant 
seed3 of disaffection in the Radical party which 
must bear abundant fruit hereafter. 



THE FAIL-3KITTENDEH CASE. 

Certain daily papers are serving up to their 
readers lull dishes of unsavory Fair-CrUtenden 
trial, which leaves as foul a taste in the mouth 
ns even Charles Rcade's last Anonyma biogra- 
phy, and have the advantage, besides, ot being 
true. We are treated to the letters of Ihe en- 
amored pair, to the denunciations of Critten- 
d**n s wife and the mother ut his children, by 
his mistress, because site would not give him 
up to her, and so she cries, “Redeem my ruined 
life, for which and my lost soul God in Heaven 
will hold her answerable. ’ We have also a 
lull expose of the taini'y affairs of ibis widow 
of four husbands, the oaths and blows exchang- 
ed between her and her “devilish mamma,” her 
sharp stock speculations, all morticed together 
w ith the spiritual a; pirations and appeals to 
God which bear so large a share now-a-days 
in the affairs of women who do not find one 
husband enough to satisfy their affinities. 

There is nothing new or noticeable in the 
story. There were women of Mrs. Fair's class 
in tiie days of Delilah, and w ill be, we suppose, 
until the end. Tbc new aud appalling point 
in the matter is the greedy relish which the 
public has acquired tor developments of vulgar 
lives and the vilest of pa sions. The papers 
which publish these details, whatever else they 
may lack, have a large circulation, and know 
what their readers w ant. There is a vehement 
outcry in tile religious world against tiie pru- 
rient exhibitions of tiie leg-drama, as there 
ought to be. But it should be remembered 
that the Black Crook, or La Belle Helene, or 
any oilier tempting revelation of t lie life which 
such women as Mrs. Fair lead, belongs pecu- 
liarly to the cities, and even there itis entirely 
optional with a young man or woman it they 
subjec t themselves to their influence. But the 
newspaper goes into the privacy of every home 
through the length and brendih of the land. 
The man who once admits it to his wife and 
children, expecting a decent record of tiie 
passing history, has a right to demand that it 
will not transport its poisoned shot to them 
from the most venomous allurements of the 
brothels. Women in cities become pertorce 
familiar with the sight of all grades of vice 
from “loudness" to actual crime; but outside 
there is, we are g'ad to believe, a higher s aiid- 
ard of innocence and the purity ot ignorance 
in American dome.-tic life than any oilier. 
How long this wil.be the case wc leave the 
reader ot the daily papers to determine, express- 
ing our belief that the journal which, for no 
purpose but to secure a temporary sale, carries 
tiie foul, irrelevant details of such a record of 
crime as that of this trill into secluded and 
pure homes, works wider Jand deeper injury 
than the actors in this tragedy. They sinned, 
led on by passion, but these far pelf, and a 
very paltry amount of it — X. F. Tribune.

1. Resolved, That we approve the cali^ for a 
convention, to assemble in the city ot Itank- 
forton the 3d day of May next, tor the pur- 
pose of nominating Democratic candidates lor 
the various State offices. 

2. Resolved, That we recommend tiie Hon. 
John Young Brown, of Henderson, for the of- 
fice of Governor; Colonel D. Howard Smith 
for the office of Auditor; James W. Tate for 
tiie office of Treasurer; Jas. A. Dawson lor the 
office of Register of the Land Office, and the 
lion. John lloaman-ftrr th« office of Attorney 
General . 

3. Resolved, That the delegates hereinafter 
appointed he instructed to cast the vote of 
Webster county for the above mentioned per- 
sons in said convention, aud use all honorable 
me <ns to secure their nomination. 

4. Resolved, That Dr. U. L. Drake, Dr. J. S. 
Savers, Jo. A. Peyton, Dr. Garland P. Cosby, 
J. 11. Edwards, Jolin G. Bailey, J. S. Wb. Hedge, 
John W. Allen, John H. Paiker, J. K. Givens, 
Dr. Janies Bassett. Dr. George P. Cosby, W. D. 
Galley, Dr. Jeff. Holeinan, W. G. Kuykendall, 
James Bailey, J. F. Urr, W. K. Haynes, A. Ed- 
wards, Dr. >i. Rice, C. C. Hardwick, P. D Clay- 
tun, and all other good Democrats of this coun- 
ty who ui>.y attend, are hereby appointed dele- 
gates to said convention. 

On motion, the 2 1 resolution was amended 
by striking out the name of John Rodman for 
the office of Attorney General, and substitut-

may be held. 

On motion, it was determined that the dis- 
tricts select four delegates each, whereupon the 
following gentlemen were chosen : 

First District — Dr A. B. Chambers, Judge 
A. G. Craig, John A. Gex, and L. F. Sanders, 
Esqs. 

Second District — M. J. Williams, Dr. J. S. 
Bro\< n, Rod. I’erry, and Ambrose Rea. 

Third District — Wm. Dean, A. Gibson, E. 
Hogau, and Samuel Turley. 

Ou motion, the delegates were instructed to 
cast their votes for Hon. Thomas L. Jones as 
the first choice of this county for Governor ; D. 
Howard Smith tor Auditor; and James W. Tate 
for Treasurer. t | — — t*- 

Ou motion, the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee of Gallatin county was instructed tocon- 
fer with the committee of Grant county, nud 
propose bolding a joint convention at Flat 
Creek, in Grant county. 

On motion, the same delegates from each 
district in this county, chosen for the State 
Convention, were selected to represent Gallatin 
county in a joint convention of Gallatin and 
Grant counties to choose a candidate for the 
next Legislature. 

It was then moved to iostruct the delegates 
to vote a unit, leaving the question to be 
decided unanimously by the districts, each 
voting separately. The 1 st district decided not 
to instruct, and the 2d and 3d districts instruct- 
ed their delegates to vote as a unit. As the 
vote was not unanimous the Chairman decided 
the motion lost. 

On motion, the convention then adjourned.

The Mitrailleuse Again. 

Mr. Craddock : I see in your paper, published 
a few weeks since, a story written by a “Con- 
federate/’ entitled a “good joke of the Union 
women — stealing a Confederate gun.’’ 

As there were some mistakes in tho story, 
calculated to do injustice to a gallant officer, I 
beg your indulgence while I correct them. In 
that story Gen. Marshall is made to say of Col. 
Johnson what I have no idea he ever said, for 
he well knew that neither Col. Johnson nor 
any of li is command was present when the gun 
was stolen. Colonels Clay and Johnson, with 
their commands, went down the Kentucky 
river by Hazard ami Jackson, while Gen. Mar- 
shall and tlie lest of his command with the 
gun went down the waters of Big Sandy and 
Licking rivers, and at the time the gun was 
stolen- Col. Johnson was at least fifty miles 
distant. Nor was Lieut. Lail in charge of the 
gun, for he belonged to Col. Johnson’s com- 
mand, and .as with him at the time. 

But we take occasion to remark just here, 
that the officer who dial have charge of the gun 
was a faithful and gallant officer, aud doubt- 
less lias been censured much more than he 
deserved. 

It may he true that Col. Johnson loaned Capt. 
Williams the money as stated, as he frequently 
let his men have money, and his purse was al- 
ways open to tlie “boys.’’ Col. Johnson, at 
his own expense, raistd nnd equipped a com- 
mand, and is yet paying from his own private 
purse debts contracted for clothing and equip- 
ments for those men. Such men should have 
justice done them, and we are unwilling to see 
even a shadow of unjust criticism thrown upon 
bis character. Therefore this explanation. 
This gun was taken into Kentucky at the in- 
stance of Capt. Williams, a sou of the invent- 
or, who wisned to prove its value, and he did 
expect a full battery from Richmond, but 
failed to get it in time for the exhibition. It 
could not follow the impracticable route ot the 
horsemen, hut was compelled to keep the main 
road, and when lo3t was several miles from the 
nearest command. 

This plain, unvarnished statement of the 
facts is personally known by a thousand Ken- 
tuckians who belonged to Gen. Marshall's 
command, and needs only to be stated to be 
assented to.

Penny Ac., vs. Pindle Ac. From Fayette. Crad- 
dock, Special Judge. 

This was a suit by Pindle in equity, after a 
return of nulla bona on an execution to subject 
a lot ol ground in Lexington in the possession 
of Gormly, but which was formerly owned by 
Megowan, and was in 1855 condemned for a 
depo* lor the Big Sandy Railroad, and after- 
wards sold and conveyed by the railroad com- 
pany to Gormly. 

Gormly resisted, claiming title by purchase 
from the railroad company, and filing as an 
exhibit a judgment of the Fayette circuit court, 
rendered in 1859, approving and confirming 
the inquest condemning the land. The peti- 
tion was dismissed. 

Held — To entitle Gormly to the ground, it 
must appear, that the railroad company had 
taken the necessary steps to condemn the land 
for tlie use of the company. The company 
could only acquire title by pursuing strictly 
the requirements of its charter upon the sub- 
ject of the condemnation of real estate lo its 
use. This can only be shown by the record 
itself, if it be in existence. But tbe writ of ad 
quod damnum , and the whole proceeding except 
the judgment seem to have been lost. It can- 
not be presumed from the judgment alone that 
all the proceedings have been conducted in 
conformity with the requirements of Ihe char- 
ter of the company. Such presumption might 
be indulged to sustain judgmeuts of courts of 
competent jurisdiction not tiuder review by 
this court upon appeal, and coming into a suit 
collaterally in support of a link in a chain of 
title in cases where parts of the record have 
been lost or destroyed, vet it should clearly 
appear to the court before admitting parol or 
secondary evidence of what it contained that 
it was lost or destroyed. Here there is no sat- 
isfactory proof of the loss of the record, or that 
any effort has been made to find it. 

Judgment reversed, and cause rem inded for 
further preparation. 

Sale of Infants Real Estate — Sale must Con- 
form to the Advertisement. 

Cofer vs. Miller Ac. From Hardin. Hardin, 
Judge. 

In a proceeding to sell infants’ real estate by 
the guardian under the provisions of chapter 
86 of the Revised Statutes, the court adjudged 
Ihe land to be sold upon credits of six, twelve, 
and eighteen months for equal installments of 
the price. The commissioner appointed to 
make the sale so advertised the terms, but upon 
the written request of the guardian on the day 
of sale, changed the terms from those pre- 
scribed by the court, and sold the land on 
credits of one, two, aud three years for equal 
sums. 

Held — It is essential to the validity of sales 
of land under notice, that the notice must be 
iu pursuance of tlie power to sell, and the sale 
must be in pursuance of the notice — at least so 
far as the observance of either may be impor- 
tant for tbe safety of any substantial right in- 
volved. (1 Rush, 538; 4 Rush, 70.) The 
sale was manifestly unauthorized, and cannot 
be upheld as against tbe infant owners, though 
their guardian seeks to sustain it. The action 
of the cotnmisioner may have been more detri- 
mental to tbe rights of the infants than an en- 
tire failure to advertise any terms of sale at all. 



Jacob McGee, of Jessamine, started 
the other day to haul a load of hemp to Lex- 
ington, which he had sold to Mr. Bruce, at 
$8 per huudred, but when he had proceeded 
about three miles the hemp was discovered to 
be on fire, and he had hardly time to unhitch 
his horses before the whole load, wagon and 
all, were a sheet of fiarac.

Suspend the turnip with 
sweet-scented flowers have a powerful effect in i cords, and in a little time the vines will tw ine 
producing atmospheric ozone. Our readers are 
aware that ozone is a peculiar form of the life- 
sustaining element of our atmosphere. The 
latest researches seem to show that it is com- 
posed of three atoms of oxygen combined in 
one. However this may be, there is little 
doubt that tbe presence of ozone in the air is 
very important in sustaining vitality and re- 
pressing disease. 

Professor Mantegazza found that the essences 
of certain flowers and scented plants develop 
ozone in very large quantities Among the 
flowers are especially mentioned those of the 
narcissus, hyacinth, mignonette, heliotrope, aud 
lilly of the valley ; among plants, the cherry 
laurel, lavender, mint, juniper, fennel, anise, 
and bergamot. But it may be inferred that all 
sweet odors of vegetable origin have the same 
health-giving quality. In view of these facts, 
we are not surprised to learn that “the pro- 
fessor recommends the use of flowers in marshy 
districts and in places infected with animal 
emanations, as the powerful oxodizing influence 
of ozone may destroy them.’’ He advises that 
the inhabitants of such regions should sur- j 
round their dwellings with beds of the most 
odorous flowers. 

It is a comfort to know that the most de- ' 
lightful of feminine occupations is also one of 
the most beneficent. Every woman who sur- 
rounds her dwelling with sweet-scented flowers 
and plants, and who makes her rooms and her 
clothing fragrant with their essences, is an 
angel of health to her family and friends. It 
is well to remark, also, that this discovery of 
Professor Mantegazza atfords another evidence 
of the importance of the study of chemistry to 
the well-being of our daily life. It has been 
called the “household science;" and the time 
roust come when no course in anyseimnary for 
young ladies will be deemed complete unless 
it includes a familiar acquaintance with this 
most useful of all the sciences. 



BQ|»An Iowa farmer claims to have used for 
five years, with very good results, a harrow 
made by attaching four arms at each side of a 
double-hinged centre piece. These are placed 
a foot apart, and have teeth made of J-inch 
iron, eight inches long, driven in, sloping back- 
ward at an angle of forty-five degrees. They 
are six inches npart in the first pair, five in 
the second, four in the third, and three in the 
last.

Bottling Sunshine. 

We have often heard the remark as derisive 
of some foolish undertaking “bottling moon- 
shine ;” but if moonshine has not been bottled, 
sunshine has, at least, so says a foreign jour- | 
nal, which says : “A singular discovery is an- j 
nounced by the Echo Hochelais as having been 
made by a French professor at the College of 
Saintes, in Charente Inferieure. Itcousistsof 
tbesingular fact of actually bottling the sun s 
rays and utilizing them at pleasure. The writer 
describes the operation as follows: The profes- 
sor takes a vase — the material is not mentioned 
— and exposes it in a certain position to the 
direct action of the sun's rays. After it has 
thus absorbed the heat for tbe space of a quar- 
ter of an hour, it is closed with a cork and 
hermetically sealed, a small aperture being 
left in cork. Affixing a powerlul lens to the 
vase, he causes the solar rays to converge to a 
point upon the wick of a common candle, placed 
on a table at a distance of one yard from the 
vase. In less than three seconds the wick ig- 
nites and lights the candle, which burns stead- 
ily. The writer states that the experiment 
was tried several times, and was equally suc- 
cessful on each occasion." 

About Silk. 

Facts and history compel us to yield to the 
Chinese the honor of this great discovery. 

Aristotle, Horace, Pliny, Virgil, and others 
recognize the Chinese genius in its discovery 
and skill in its product, while they eulogize 
its rare qualities, its richness and great beauiy. 

I-ittle was known of its nature or character, 
in Europe, till near the dawn of the Christian 
Era. Euring the reign of Caligula it became 
a court dress. 

The Persians began tbo traffic in silks, and 
monopolized the western trade till the sixth 
century. About the year 530 the eggs of the 
silk worm were secretly procured in China and 
brought into Europe. The first effort to accli- 
mate the worm and to manufacture silk were 
made in Sicily; and from thence the business 
spread through Italy and to other parts of Eu- 
rope. The Moors were the first producers of 
silk in Spain. James the First made special 
efforts to introduce the rearing of worms and 
the product of raw silk in Virginia. In 1651 
i he coronation robes of Charles II were made 
of Virginia silk. Governor Oglethorpe brought 
eight pounds of raw silk from Georgia into 
England in 1734, from which a dress was made 
for Queen Caroline. 

8@“If a person swallows poison, instead of 
breaking out into multitudinous and incoher- 
ent exclamations, bend some one after a doctor ; 
meanwhile run to the kitchen, get a half glass 
of water in anythiug that is handy, put into 
it a teaspoonful of salt and as much ground 
mustard, stir it an instant, catch a firm hold of 
the person’s nose, the mouth will soon fly open, 
then down with the mixture, and in a second 
or two up will come the poison. This will an- 
swer in a larger number of cases than any 
other. If, by this time, the physician has not 
arrived, make the patient swallow the white of 
an egg followed by a cup of strong coffee (be- 
cause these nullify a larger number of poisons 
than any other accessible article), as antidotes 
for any remaining in tile stomach. 

— 

Chalk kor Stock. — When an animal is 
found licking his fellow, it is a proof that un- 
easiness is present in the stomach, and the 
licking of his neighbor is a habit contracted 
by instinct with a view of removing the un- 
pleasantness. Unfortunately instinct is not ell 
times sufficient to avoid dangerous practices, 
nnd if we take for granted that the stomach is 
at all times fully charged with acrid matter, 
we will, without hesitation, find a remedy. 
It is only necessary to place within their reach 
shallow troughs in which is kept a supply of 
common chalk. If an animal has a supera- 
bundance of acrid secretion, it will most cer- 
tainly neutralize the excess of acid. If an an- 
imal has not acid in excess, and partakes of 
chalk, it will do no harm. It is often too late 
to administer remedies to young stock, and the 
placing of chalk within their reach cannot be 
made too early. 

©3jL.A market gardener of Lake county, 111., 
says that he has the most remarkable success 
in the use of salt upon his tomato plants. He 
applies it at various times during the season, 
and in every case the effect is marked in the 
increased growth of both plants and fruit. In 
some cases he lays the roots of backward 
plants bare, sprinkling them with a table- 
spoonful of ordiuary barrel salt, and covers 
with soil. Plants ordinarily treated this way 
take an immediate start nnd develop fine fruit. 

To Prevent a Cow Sucking Herselk. — The 
Toronto Globe says : A sort of yoke worn on 
the neck to prevent the cow getting her head 
round sufficiently to accomplish her purpose 
will answer. This yoke is made as follows: 
Make six bars of the requisite length, to extend 
from the head to the shoulder. Bore two holes 
in each, close to the respective ends. Carry a 
rope through the holes at the anterior ends, 
and another through them at the posterior 
ends, by which to tie it round the neck; have 
the bars kept at appropriate distances from each 
other by knots on the rope. If properly ad- 
justed, this wilt put a stop to the sucking. 

White Wash that Will Not Wash Off.- 
Slack the lime in tbe usual way. Mix one gill 
of flour with a little cold water, taking care to 
beat out all the lumps; then pour on it boiling 
water enough to thicken to tbe consistency of 
common starch when boiled for use. Pour it, 
while hot, into a bucket of the slacked lime, 
and add one pound of whiting. Stir all well 
together. A little “blue water" made by 
squeezing the indigo mixed with water im- 
proves it.
